In a personal interview, the duplicate.copy of the Form is rembved and given 
to me applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant s correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely teforetan allowance or if other circumstances 
dictate the Form should be mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the next official communication.
